Royal commission with operating 
espionage networks secretly, while 
ostensibly serving in their official 
positions . 


The departure of the 
two fol- 


lowed n series of such exits begin- 
ning last December. 


The Royal 
commission 
report, 


published yesterday, told of opera- 
tions in secret rooms of the Soviet 
embassy which, in 
most 
cases, 


were reported carried on without 
the knowledge of other embassy 
officials. The report stated specifi- 
cally that Ambassador George Za- 
roubim was not involved.

treaty among the powers. I don't 
mean a one-sided pact but a mutual 
pledge under 
which each nation 


would bind itself to mind its own 
business. That is to say, the right 
of every country to work out its 
own political salvation without out- 


side interference would be recog- 
nized. 


Of course there has been a tre- 


mendous change since 1933. Russia 
has progressed 
from the position 


of a nation anxious :-;or recognition 
to that of dominant power in con- 
tinental Eumpe. She might :iot be 
in the mood to tie her hands by 
any agreement wnicn would ham- 
per her in extending her zone of 
influence and in spreading com- 
munism. 


Still, thero's nothing more cer- 


tain than that any effort by the

It's equally sure

strong-arm methods by the west- 
ern democracies to

heaval. Those facts must be ac- 
cepted, pact or no pact. 


This doesn't mean — and 
this 


also must be clearly recognized — 
that the western democracies snail 
not fight communism within their 
own borders tooth and :inil .And 
this they may be expected to do. 


There is nothing in that, how- 


ever .which precludes communistic 
nations and western 
democracies 


from living in amity. We won the 
war together; why not the peace?

ing the hot months. The increase 
is due mninly lo the greater con- 
sumption of infected foods, but hea 
disturbances and 
infections

where in the body are other caus- 
es of it. 


Breast-fed

din 11 heal diseases than do 


those who are fed on the bottle. 


Infants contract bacillary dysen- 


tary (caused by dysentery "erins) 
more often than is generally real- 
ized. Tne chief complaints in this 
disease arc diarrhea, fever, and 
stools containing blood and mucus. 
In milder cases, the infection may 
mimic ordinary diarrheas. 


Bacillary dysentery is spread by 


infected lood and drink, by putting 
infected hands into the mouth, by 
ilics. and by objects soiled with 
the discharges ot dysentery cases 
or carriers. 


As infants may develop diarrhea 


from several causes, the mother 
should hand! 
were caused 
cause is deflnilely'"c.stablisned. 


When an infant has an incrcaseo 


number of stools, especially if the 
stools are loose and watery, he 
should be put lo bed in a cool 
place, and other children should be 
Kept away from him. It he is suff- 
ering fiom vomiting and diarrhea, 
all food should be stopped, and he 
should be given boiled water fre- 
quently. 


Force No Food on Victim 
If vomiting continues, stop ad- 


ministering 
the 
water 
for 
two 


hours and then try it again. Do nol 
attempt lo foice a sick infant to 
eat. 


Just as soon as it is apparent 


that the diarrhea is continuing, the 
mother should call her physician 
and keep 41 record ol the vomit- 
ing and stools. The child's temper- 
ature should be' taken every Jour 
hours, but no medicine should be 
given except by order of the phy- 
sician. 


If the infant is breast - fed, he 


may nol be interested in finishing 
his feeding, and he should not be 
forced to do so. He, loo, should 
be given boiled water at frequent i 
mteivals and should be allowed to' 
sleep in a cool place. 


The mother

hands with soap and water after 
tending her baby, and his ihmgs 
| should be kcpl separate from those 
1 of the other members of the fam- 
ily. 


The infant should be kept clean 


during attacks ot diarrhea. A spon- 
ge bath will make him more com- 
fortable and help keep his -fever 
down.

treaty among the powers. I don't 
mean a one-sided pact but a mutual 
pledge under 
which each nation 


would bind itself to mind its own 
business. That is to say, the right 
of every country to work out its 
own political salvation without out- 


side interference would be recog- 
nized. 


Of course there has been a tre- 


mendous change since 1933. Russia 
has progressed 
from the position 


of a nation anxious :-;or recognition 
to that of dominant power in con- 
tinental Eumpe. She might :iot be 
in the mood to tie her hands by 
any agreement wnicn would ham- 
per her in extending her zone of 
influence and in spreading com- 
munism.

This doesn't mean — and

There is nothing in that, how- 


ever .which precludes communistic 
nations and western

from living in amity. We won the 
war together; why not the peace?

Infants contract bacillary dysen- 


tary (caused by dysentery "erins) 
more often than is generally real- 
ized. Tne chief complaints in this 
disease arc diarrhea, fever, and 
stools containing blood and mucus. 
In milder cases, the infection may 
mimic ordinary diarrheas. 


Bacillary dysentery is spread by 


infected lood and drink, by putting 
infected hands into the mouth, by 
ilics. and by objects soiled with 
the discharges ot dysentery cases 
or carriers. 


As infants may develop diarrhea 


from several causes, the mother 
should hand! 
were caused 
cause is deflnilely'"c.stablisned. 


When an infant has an incrcaseo 


number of stools, especially if the 
stools are loose and watery, he 
should be put lo bed in a cool 
place, and other children should be 
Kept away from him. It he is suff- 
ering fiom vomiting and diarrhea, 
all food should be stopped, and he 
should be given boiled water fre- 
quently. 


Force No Food on Victim 
If vomiting continues, stop ad- 


ministering 
the 
water 
for 
two 


hours and then try it again. Do nol 
attempt lo foice a sick infant to 
eat. 


Just as soon as it is apparent 


that the diarrhea is continuing, the 
mother should call her physician 
and keep 41 record ol the vomit- 
ing and stools. The child's temper- 
ature should be' taken every Jour 
hours, but no medicine should be 
given except by order of the phy- 
sician. 


If the infant is breast - fed, he 


may nol be interested in finishing 
his feeding, and he should not be 
forced to do so. He, loo, should 
be given boiled water at frequent i 
mteivals and should be allowed to' 
sleep in a cool place.

The 
propagandists of the other side are 
fond of saving that all opposition 
lo persons, methods and principles 
dear lo them springs frorn haired 
bul I did nol hale Hillman and 
wish him eternal peace, assuming 
Lhat he was sincere who believed 
liis ends justified some very ques 
tionable means. The controversies 
of the last twelve years have been 
waged in a mood of anger to the 
impairment of sober understand- 
ing of the issues but I think I can 
point out the error of those who 
would perpetuale Hillmanism 
in 


out counlry objeclively and with- 
out temper. 


We needn't go into the question 


of the closed shop because 
If we 


did we would stall right there, its 
advocates and opponents being im- 
movable and .all 
the 
arguments 


having been exhausted long ago. 


But Mr. Hillman, in 1943, pro- 


posed something that seems to me 
to have been right out of Ihe books 
of Mussolini and Hitler when he 
asked lhat all the unions in the 
state of New York affiliate 
with 


the 
so - called 
American 
Labor 


party, then, as now, the tempor- 
ary iibode of the Communist move- 
ment, and nay 
into 
the 
party 


treasury a per capita tax on all 
their members. That meant, and 
Sidney 
Hillman intended 
it 
to 


mean, that all the workers in the 
state 
who 
are 
union 
members 


whether by choice or by force, and 
may 
be 
Republicans 
or Demo- 


crats, would have been compelled 
lo pay tribute to his own political 
parly. 


We may have had isolated pre- 


cedents for this idea in 
rotten 


localities in times past as where 
employers 
warned 
the 
workers 


that if thev did not vote thus and 
so the works would close down 
and they would be out of work. 
But I know of no true parallel and 
I think the proposition was vio- 
enlly un-American. I say lhat if 
you compel an American citizen 
to contribute lo a polilical party 
and Ihreaten to suspend him from 
his union and lay him off the job 
for refusing to contribute you are 
violating his political rights in the 
meanest way by threatening 
his 


family with poverty. 


The failure of this proposal was 


due to political rivalry between 
Hillman and the other union boss- 
es.

dilched it onlv because it would 
have magnified Hillman's 
groat 


power, shows how :Car this leader- 
ship was travelled back 
toward 


continental 
Europe. 
British law,

bids compulsion in the collection 
of such contributions on the very 
ground thai it would force 
some 


voters lo give financial support to 
candidates and proposals

citizenship. 


In Hillman's own union, collec- 


tions were taken up for "under- 
ground" work in Europe and the 
people had to pay whethfr they

The 
propagandists of the other side are 
fond of saving that all opposition 
lo persons, methods and principles 
dear lo them springs frorn haired 
bul I did nol hale Hillman and 
wish him eternal peace, assuming 
Lhat he was sincere who believed 
liis ends justified some very ques 
tionable means. The controversies 
of the last twelve years have been 
waged in a mood of anger to the 
impairment of sober understand- 
ing of the issues but I think I can 
point out the error of those who 
would perpetuale Hillmanism

out counlry objeclively and with- 
out temper. 


We needn't go into the question 


of the closed shop because

having been exhausted long ago. 


But Mr. Hillman, in 1943, pro- 


posed something that seems to me 
to have been right out of Ihe books 
of Mussolini and Hitler when he

party, then, as now, the tempor- 
ary iibode of the Communist move-

treasury a per capita tax on all 
their members. That meant, and 
Sidney 
Hillman intended

to 


mean, that all the workers in the

members 


whether by choice or by force, and 
may 
be 
Republicans 
or Demo- 


crats, would have been compelled 
lo pay tribute to his own political 
parly. 


We may have had isolated pre- 


cedents for this idea in 
rotten 


localities in times past as where 
employers

that if thev did not vote thus and 
so the works would close down 
and they would be out of work. 
But I know of no true parallel and 
I think the proposition was vio- 
enlly un-American. I say lhat if 
you compel an American citizen 
to contribute lo a polilical party 
and Ihreaten to suspend him from 
his union and lay him off the job 
for refusing to contribute you are 
violating his political rights in the 
meanest way by threatening

The failure of this proposal was 


due to political rivalry between 
Hillman and the other union boss- 
es.

One is that oil talk of Russian

The other is Ihal Ihese 
newspaper "allacks" are directed 
at the Russian people. 


No one, including members of 


the American press, would deny 
that 
I lie noble spirit and intent of 


press freedom is occasionally abus- 
ed here. No one would deny that 
Amciican newspapers have some- 
times printed deliberately biased 
articles about Russia—both pro and 
con. 


But Mr. Ehrenburg ascribes all 


Russo-American 
discord 
to our 
.lewspapei s. Nol once in his whole 


^'article does he mention either the 


Russian or American government. 
He 
would have us 
believe that 


the sole cause of misunderstand- 
ing is a war-mongcring attack by 
American newspaper 
proprietors

ers" .auel our "worst citizens"; up- 
on the Russian citizenry. 


He waves aside the "iron cur- 


lain" and says thai "actually ttttss- 
sia is hidden from Americans by

Mr. I'lhrenburg fails to note that 


the majority of American writers 
who have visited his country refer 
to the 
friendliness,

When he charges 
that "il is low anel criminal lo 
asciibe to our people aggressive 
designs," it seems lo have escaped 
his attention

little auout American Jae,

this he ascribes lo lack of
